A Dpctacuhr runauav. which mi«ht 


have had a fatal termination, occurred on 
Thursday evening about I o'clock in Han- 
over.

tTmt pop corn varies greatly with re- 
si>ect to popping. 
A lot of i>op corn 


may pop all right at one time and not 
at all at some other time. Again, a lut 
of apparently good pop corn may not 
pop satisfactorily at any time. 


The two main requisites for pood 


popping are: (1) Good pop corn that 
has a moisture content of about 12 
per cent; (2) heat sufficient to cause 
the kernels to be^in to pop in abotit 
1% minutes. 


A number 01 causes may interfere 


with tiie popping of pop corn. 
The 


principal one^ are: (1) Having tiie pop 
corn too dry; (2) having the heat too 
jrront. or not great enough; (3) har- 
ve<tins; popcorn before it had ripened; 
and (4) allow injr popcorn to mix with 
field corn or sueet corn. 


Should Ripen on Stalk.

Time for Curing. 


It is not necessary to allow new 


popcorn to ci"-e for a half year before 
using it. If it ripens fully and <om- 
p'etely on the stalk, the ears can he 
used at once for popping In the Noitb 
it s''ATiUi always be planted earlv so it 
wi'l h,ne the fnll season in which to 
p-ow and mature. If planted so lato 
'', the spring that the fall frosts kill 
<>ie stalks before the popcorn has rip- 
ened 
then there Is no way of con- 


verting it into a first-class article.

CORN WON'T POP 


Apparently Good Kernels Burst 
All Right at Times and 
at Others Fail. 


ARE TV/0 MAIN REQUISITES 


Ears Should Be Stored In Cool, Well- 
Ventilated Place and Not Permit- 
ted to Dry Out Too Quickly— 
Keep Mice Away.

It is a matter of common experience 
that pop corn varies greatly with re­ 
spect to popping, 
A lot of pop corn 
may pop all right at one time and not 
at all at some other time. Again, a lot 
of apparently good pop corn may not 
pop satisfactorily at any time. 


The two main requisites for good 
popping are: (1) Good pop corn that j 
has a moisture content of about 12 ' 
per cent; (2) heat sufficient to cause 
the kernels to begin to pop in about 
IV2 minutes, 


A number of causes may interfere 
with the popping of pop corn. 
The 
principal ones are: (1) Having the pop 
corn too dry; (2) having the heat too 
great, or not great enough; (3) har­ 
vesting popcorn before it had ripened; 
and (4) allowing popcorn to mix with 
field corn or sweet corn. 


Should Ripen on Stalk. 


Popcorn should ripen fully on the 
stalk and should not be harvested un­ 
til the husks are white and the stalk is 
dead and has lost its sappy condi­ 
tion. 
The ears should then be stored 
in a cool, well-ventilated place. Small 
wire crates are good receptacles in 
which to store them. 
If stored in a 
warm room in the house, the ears will 
soon .dry out so much that they will 
not pop. 
Popcorn that has become 
too dry for popping may be restored 
to condition again by putting it in a 
cool and well-ventilated place, prefer­ 
ably outdoors, for a few weeks. 
It 
should, however, be protected against 
mice. 


Popcorn will of its own accord take 
on or retain the right amount of mois­ 
ture under natural or suitable atmos­ 
pheric conditions, as on a shaded 
porch on the north side of a building.

Picking Some “Good Ones” for 


Popping. 


Exposing the ears to the hot sun for a 
while will cause them to dry out too 
much for good popping. They will also 
dry out too much in a kitchen or other 
warm room. 
If popcorn that has be> 
come too dry is wanted for immediate 
use it may be improved somewhat by 
sprinkling it with water before trying 
to pop it. 
Sometimes popcorn that is 
too dry for popping in a wire popper 
over a flame will pop all right in oil 
or grease in a pan, 


Time for Curing. 


It is not necessary to allow new 
popcorn to cure for a half year before 
using it. 
If it ripens fully and com­ 
pletely on the stalk, the ears can bo 
used at once for popping. In the North 
It should always he planted early so it 
will have the full season in which to 
grow and mature. 
If planted so late 
In the spring that the fall frosts kill 
the stalks before the popcorn has rip­ 
ened. then there is no way of con­ 
verting It into a first-class article.

its outposts and inlets at Corea, on 
the Liaotung peninsula, at Kiao-Chaou 
'and now at Fukien, gives Japan an 
enormous commercial 
as well as a 
strategical advantage in the competi­ 
tive war of the near future, as com­ 
pared with her rivals in Europe or in 
America. Never in history was so re­ 
markably 
favorable a 
geographical 
situation in the hands of one nation, 
controlled by men capable of taking 
full advantage of it and looking to the 
future of Asia as in some sort the 
heritage of the Japanese race. 


London.—The dangers to which the 
British grand fleet, short of cruisers, 
destroyers and with defenseless bases, 
was exposed during the first two and 
one-half years of the war, owing to the 
German use of submarines, mines and 
torpedoes, is described in a book writ­ 
ten by Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, for­ 
mer commander of the fleet, covering 
the activities of 1914-16. 


Admiral Jellicoe points out that «the 
German high seas fleet possessed 88 
destroyers, compared with 42 for the 
grand fleet, and reveals that, owing to 
the submarine menace, the grand fleet, 
in the fall of 1914, moved from Lough 
Swilly and only returned to the North 
sea when the anchorage in Scapa Flow 
became reasonably safe. 


Neither in October, 1914, nor in May, 
1916, Admiral Jellicoe says, dicl the 
British margin of superiority justify 
him in disregarding the enemy’s tor­ 
pedo fire. The situation gradually im­ 
proved after 1916, especially as the 
light cruiser and destroyer forces with 
the grand fleet increased steadily after 
the battle of Jutland, considerably re-

Tables Are Turned. 
Regarding 
1918, 
Admiral Jellicoe 
says:. 


. “The position was assured and we 
could have afforded to take risks which 
in 1916 would have been unwise. If 
the German fleet had come out to bat­ 
tle, 
a 
terrible punishment awaited 
them.” 


One-third of the admiral’s book is 
devoted to the battle of Jutland. In 
summing up the lessons of the battle, 
Admiral Jellicoe dwells upon “the dan­ 
ger involved in leaving too much to 
chance in fleet action, because our fleet 
was the one and only factor vital to 
the existence of the empire, and, in­ 
deed, to the allied cause.1* 


“We had no reserve outside the bat­ 
tle fleet which could in any way re­ 
place it in the event of disaster or 
even should its margin of superiority 
be eliminated/’ the admiral continues. 


Admiral Jellicoe says he knçw that 
his ships were Inadequately protected 
with armor compared to the German 
vessels of the battle cruiser type, 
while the German fleet in the battle 
of Jutland was far better off in the 
number of destroyers. In addition, the 
Germans possessed “a most efficient 
annor-piercing shell.” 


The admiral continues: 
“When the battle fleets approached 


there was a difference of reckoning 
between the British battle fleet and 
the battle cruiser squadrons, due to 
trhe cruisers having been engaged for 
several hours and having repeatedly 
altered their course. Hence, instead of 
being encountered right ahead, the ene- 
my appeared on the starboard bow.” 


Instant action was necessary, the ad­ 
miral says, and he decided to deploy on 
the port wing division, thus compelling 
the Germans to turn off to starboard to 
avoid being crossed. This maneuver, 
which has been described as masterly 
by reviewers, threw the enemy into 
complete confusion. The German com­ 
mander in chief realized that his only 
hope lay in escape, profiting by his 
superiority in torpedo craft, low visi­ 
bility, the approach of darkness and 
the proximity of his bases and mine 
fields. 


The enemy at this period fired hun­ 
dreds of torpedoes, as German officers 
have since stated, Admiral Jellicoe con­ 
tinues, and although the Germans were 
in the gravest peril, the position of the 
grand fleet itself was menaced by de­ 
termined 
torpedo 
attacks 
in 
thick 
weather. But the British fleet by turn­ 
ing its battle line four times during^ 
the action, the admiral says, got clear 
of the torpedoes, which were racing 
toward the British ships, and defeated 
the tactics upon which the Germans 
based their hopes. 


After estimating the relative strength 
of the two fleets early in the war, Ad­ 
miral Jellicoe expresses surprise that 
the Germans were so cautious and 
sa y s: 


“If this country in the future de­ 
cided to rely for safety against raids 
or invasion on the fleet alone, it is 
essential that we possess a consider­ 
ably greater margin of superiority over 
a possible enemy in all classes of ves­ 
sels than we did in August, 1914.”

Every house in the little town of Ar- 
* 


deola had been wiped out by a* “groat 
conflagration.” 
That a village so in­ 
significant could be visited by a catas­ 
trophe of sufficient magnitude to war­ 
rant an application of the word “con­ 
flagration” may seem paradoxical, but, 
in view of the fact thnt every splinter 
of its thirty-nine buildings was con­ 
sumed in the blaze, no other word 
would fit. 


Therefore the newspapers of West- 
valia chronicled the fire that wiped 
out its little neighbor across the river 
as “a great conflagration.” 


The facts, although given in painful 
detail in the columns of the press the 
day after the fire, were brought out 
more entertainingly during the legal 
proceedings 
that 
followed 
several 
months later. 


The people of the 
late Ardeola 
blamed the Osage Valley railroad for 
the calamity, and they were so firmly 
convinced that the soulless corpora­ 
tion was the cause of their loss that 
thirty-eiirht 
of 
them 
brought 
suit 
against the railroad. 
The one ex­ 
home owner who did not seek redress 
at the hands of the court was John 
Lester, although his home was among 
the first to go. 


Lester was a lawyer and had been 
referred to by the press on several 
occasions as “promising.” 
The other 
thirty-eight losers intrusted llieir case 
to him, and in order that he might 
go into the battle as the legaT repre­ 
sentative of the people, with no inter­ 
ests other than those assumed in that 
capacity he entered no claim against 
the railroad. 
1 


It? was a very generous act indeed, 
considering that the people he repre­ 
sented, having lost their all, could'pay 
no retainer; ill fact* the amount he 
could recover, if any at all, being en­ 
tirely problematical, no promises of 
compensation were given. 


That it was to be a bitter fight was 
evident. 
The railroad company, not 
satisfied to let its legal representative 
at Westvalia defend it, sent down 
three of the shining lights of the law 
department to assist him. 
They were 
on the ground the second day after 
the thirty-eight petitions were filed, 
whipping their case into shape for 
trial. 


The thirty-eight petitions were iden­ 
tical, witii the exception of the name 
of the petitioner, and they set forth 
that the Osage Valley railroad owned 
a bridge extending across the Grand 
river from Westvalia to Ardeola, the 
said bridge being a drawbridge, and 
.the said draw being operated and con­ 
trolled by employees of the said rail­ 
road company. 


On the day of the fire—in fact, at 
practically the instant the fire start­ 
ed—the draw of the bridge, having 
been opened by employees of the rail­ 
road company to allow the passage of 
a tugboat, also owned by the said com­ 
pany, became clogged, and by reason 
of the said clogging of the said draw 
the fire-lighting apparatus froin West- 
‘valia was delayed in reaching the» 
scene of the fire, the bridge being the 
only means of communication between 
the two towns; and furthermore, that 
by reason of the above-mentioned de­ 
lay the fire gained such headway that 
the Westvalia fire department was un­ 
able to check it. 


It was upon the facts set forth in 
petitions that the homeless inhabi­ 
tants of Ardeola hoped to recover.

Intimated to his assistants that to 
choke off Lester’s talk would be a de­ 
cided advantage.

Only through centuries of careful 
work with hoe and plow has it been 
possible to create the garden that ex­ 
tends from Verona, where the Adige 
river strikes the Venetian plain, to the 
impassable 
mountain 
valleys 
many 
miles away where the absolute absencc 
of soil forbids any attempt a t farm ­ 
ing. 


The fields on either side of the riv­ 
er are broken into small lots, thou­ 
sands being as small as a city block; 
many are much smaller in order to 
completely fill a segment of rock-lock­ 
ed earth. 
On these plots, thnt havo 
been leveled with infinite care, the 
former of the Trentino grows grain, 
garden truck, grapes, and often other 
fruit. The grapevines are kept pruned 
to about four and a half feet high for 
the main stem, which grows to the 
thickness of a man’s wrist, while the 
tendrils are trained onto sticks, or in 
many cases to trees that aro kept 
pruned down to a thick stump six or 
seven feet high with small branches 
half an inch in thickness protruding 
in a sheaf from the stump. 


Ancient Contdglio Castle.. 
During the middle ages Trent was a 
typical fortified city crowned with an 
old feudal castle. 
Built in 1490, this 
stronghold, Castle Consiglio, has come 
down to the present generation in a 
beautiful state of preservation. 
While 
the Auslrians held Trent the place 
was used as a kind of town jailv 
Ceasare Battisti, native of Trent, an 
ardent pro-Italian who had the nervo 
to enlist in the Italian army against 
Austria, was shot in the courtyard of 
the castle, and is today the town and 
the Italian nation’s martyr. 


Stored in the wonderful old castlo 
were 80,000 captured Austrian rules. 
Piles of gas masks, trench tools, mur­ 
derous trench knives and other odds 
and ends of fighting man’s equipment 
were stacked in several of the large 
rooms. 


In one of the m<*ln corridors was a 
typical Austrian torture machine. It 
consisted of two rings, the first about 
nino inches from the floor and the 
second about four feet above ground. 
The practice was to fasten a prison* 
er*s ankles to the lower ring by means 
of a piece of rope, white the unfortu­ 
nate man's hands were tiudi behind 
him through the upper ring. 
This 
threw all the prisoners’ weight on the 
wrists and ankles. 
Usually a man 
fainted after several hours. 


Inspection of the old Consiglio cas­ 
tle revealed how the war machine of 
the sixteenth century—for the castle 
itself was a fort—had been made to 
Trentino, such as ltovereto, Alu, Arco, serve the purposes of the twentieth 
Levico and Pergine, are filled with century war lords. 


RENT, in the upper valley of 
the Adige, has just been re­ 
stored to Italy, and at the 
peace

the final 
pact between the nations that fought 
Germany will undoubtedly give Trent 
to the Italian nation for all time. 


Leaving Padua early in the morn­ 
ing in one of the powerful automobiles 
of the Italian suprem^ command, in 
the first party of newspaper men to 
visit these lands reclaimed from Aus­ 
tria, T arrived in Trent fry way of 
Verona after a five-hour ride, during 
which we passed through the wrecked 
villages that mark the old mountain 
battle fronts of the Austrian and Ital­ 
ian armies. 


Along tho fine rock roadways that 
run along the Adige river, a swift- 
flowing moutain stream, a small line of 
refugees was plodding along, on foot 
for the most part, returning to home­ 
steads deserted during more than two 
years of war. 


Ju st a few miles north of Verona 
the first sight of war's destruction 
was the little wrecked village of Mar­ 
co, for two years under shell fire. 
As 
we passed through the place the evi- i 
dences of battle were still ample. Aus­ 
trian trench helmets, clips of car­ 
tridges and discarded trench spi!fc«*s 
were to be seen scattered among the 
piles of stone and timber of wrecked 
homes. The beautifully frescoed vil­ 
lage church was nothing but a shell 
of walls. 


On the roadway leading up to Marco 
hundreds of Austro-Hungarian prison­ 
ers were busy repairing the roadbeds. 
Some 
wore 
their very ornamental 
dress overcoats lavish in the display 
of knotted braid and fur. 


Towns of the Trentino. 


Trent in itself is a rather inconsid­ 
erable town. 
It had a war-time pop­ 
ulation of some 25,000 persons, a large 
majority of whom were Italians, we 
were told. 
In. peace times the popula­ 
tion is around 40,000, 
But in the 
whole province of Trentino there are 
more than half a million people, and 
it is the province, as well as the town, 
that Italy fought for at the eost of 
4GO.OOO men killed and nearly a million 
wounded. 


Back of the Italian demand for tho 
Trentino is a sentimental reason, and 
a practical commercial reason.

Italy points out, through her biggest 
statesmen, generals and propagandists, 
that 420,000 of the GOO.OuO persons liv­

Sixteen

seventy persons wore 
drowned at the Merchant shipyard, 
Harriman, near Bristol, Pa., when a 
scntt'old, from which they were watch­ 
ing the launching of the, cargo car­ 
rier Waukau collapsed, 
taking 
1.10 
workmen and spectators who stood on 
it with it into the Delaware river. 


S xteen bodies have been recovered. 
The accident happened four minutes 
before the launching. 


Chased irom various points of van­ 
tage by the guards, 150 persons crawl- 
ed on a scaffold five feet in width, ex­ 
tending around the stern of a huil on 
an adjoining way to that of the Wau­ 
kau. 
The scaffold had been erected 
to permit workmen to pass arouod the 
stern without being compelled to go 
on shore each time they passed from 
one side to the other. 


While the launching 
crew 
were 
making its last preparations for the 
Waukau *o leave the way, and the 
eyes of thousands of spectators were 
turned in !lmt direction, Hie scaffold 
seemed to suddenly turn ovpr, throw­ 
ing the crowd on it into the water. 


In a panic the crowd pressed* for­ 
ward, and shipyard guards hurried to 
keep them back while workmen about 
the way ran for planks and ropes to 
rescue tho persons’ who had been on 
tho narrow plankway. 


At the point where they fell the 
water is twenty-five feet deep. Divers 
and police and firemen from Harriman 
and Bristol were hurried to the scene 
and at once began grappling for the 
bodies.

Oflicial estimates of the deaths re­ 
sulting from the accident ^ary. being 
placed from sixteen "o seventy. *hough 
it is believed that the rotal will reach 
the latter number by ahliost every per­ 
son connect^ with the shipyard, and 
preparations have been made- at the 
Harriman •hospital to handle forty 
bodies. 


It tis almost impossible to check up 
the loss by the list of bodies recover­ 
ed, as no account of the number of 
persons on the scaffold had boon tak­ 
en, and the number included many 
who were not employed at the ship­ 
yard. 


Many of the bodies, it its believed, 
will have been carried away in the 
swift waters of the Delaware or wash- 
against the pilings of the ways and 
docks at the shipyard. 


While the crowd was struggling in 
the water the keypiece holding the 
Waukau parted, and the hull slid into 
tho water, Its suction drawing many 
of the struggling men to their death, 
and causing the others to struggle 
more madly than ever to escape death, 
l*me of them becoming exhausted and 
sinking from their efforts. 


Tugs which were to take charge of 
the Waukau and every available craft, 
hurried to the rescue, leaving the ship 
just launched floating helplessly at 
the foot of its way. 


First to the rescue of the drowning 
victims of the accident was a sailor. 
He fought through the crowd at tho 
edge of the hank and, Jumping into 
the cold water, pulled two drowning 
men to safety. 


Within a few ml mites those who had 
not been drawn under by the launch­ 
ing of the Waukua nor who had not 
become axhausted by their struggles 
to escape, and who were still on the 
surface of the water, had been rescu­ 
ed. 


They, with others who had managed 
to grab the scaffolding about the hull 
on tjie way from which they fell anfl 
pull themselves to safety, wore hur­ 
ried to the Harriman hospital, where 
doctors from Bristol and other nearby 
points reinforced the hospital force,

CORN WON'T POP 


Apparently Good Kernels Burst 
All Right at Times and 
at Othej's Fail. 


ARE TV/0 MAIN REQUISITES 


Ears Should Be Stored In Cool, Wetl- 
Ventilated Place and Not Permit- 
ted to Dry Out Too Quickly— 
Keep Mice Away. 


Enthusiast Naturally Annoyed at Being 
Interrupted While Engaged in 
His Favorite Pastime. 


It Is a matter of common oxperlenre 
tTiat pop corn varies greatly with re- 
spect to popping, 
A lot of i>op corn 
may pop all right at one time and not 
at all at some other time. 
Again, a lot 
of apparently good pop corn may not 
pop satisfactorily at any time. 


The two main requisite« for good 
popping a r e : (1) Good pop corn that 
has a moisture content of about 12 
per cent; (2) heat sufficient to cause 
the kernels to begin to pop in about 
VA minutes. 


A uumber of causes may Interfere 
with the popping of pop corn. 
The 
principal ones are: (1) Having the pop 
corn too dry; (2) having the heat too 
great, or not great enough; (3) har- 
vesting popcorn before it had ripened; 
and (4) allowing popcorn to mix with 
field corn or sweet corn. 


Should Ripen on Stalk. 


Popcorn should ripen fully on the 
stnlk and should not be harvested un- 
til the husks are white and the stalk is 
dead 
and has lost its sappy 
condi- 
tion. 
The ears should then be stored 
in a cool, well-ventilated place. 
Small 
wire crates are good 
receptacles 
in 
which to store them. 
If stored in a 
warm room in the house, the ears will 
soon .dry out so much that they will 
not pop. 
Popcorn 
that has 
hccome 
loo dry for popping may be restored 
to conilition a.i^ain by putting it in a 
cool and well-ventilated place, prefer- 
ably outdoors, for a few weeks. 
It 
should, however, be protected ai^ainst 
mice. 


Popcorn will of its own accord taUe 
on or retain the right amount of mois- 
ture under natural or suitable atmos- 
pheric 
conditions, 
as 
on 
a 
shaded 
porch on the north side of a building.

Poppinfl. 


Ex'posing the ears to tiie hot sun for a 
while will cause them to dry out too 
much for good popping. They will also 
dry out too much in a kitchen or other 
warm room. 
If popcorn tiiat has bev 
come too dry is wanted for immediate 
use it may be improved somewhat by 
sprinkling it with water before trying 
to pop It. 
Sometimes popcorn that is 
too dry for popping in a wire poi)per 
over a flame will pop all right in oil 
or grease In a pan. 


Time for Curing. 


It is not necessary to allow new 
popcorn to cure for a half year before 
using It. 
If It ripens fully and com- 
pletely on the stalk, the ears can lie 
used at once for popping. In the North 
It shotdd always he planted early so It 
will have the full season In which to 
and mature. 
If planted so late 
In the spring that the fall frosts kill 
the stalks before the popcorn has rip- 
ened. then there Is no way of <son- 
vertlng It into a llrst-class article.

A British dirigible big enough to carry out long-distance

The German com- 
mander In chief realized that his only 
hope lay in escape, profiting by his 
superiority in torpedo craft, low visi- 
bility. the approach of darkness and 
the proximity of his bases and mine 
fields. 


The enemy at this period fired hun- 
dreds of torpedoes, as German oflicers 
have since stated, Admiral Jelllcoe con- 
tinues, and although the Germans were 
in the gravest peril, the position of the 
grand fleet Itself was menaced by de- 
termined

weather. But the British fleet by turn- 
ing Its battle line four times during^ 
the action, the admiral says, got clear' 
of the torpedoes, which were racing 
toward the British ships, and defeated 
the tactics upon which the Germans 
based their hopes. 


After estimating the relative strength 
of the two fleets early In the war. Ad- 
miral Jellicoe expresses surprise that 
the Germans were so cautious 
and 
says : 


"If this country in the future de- 
cided to rely for safety against raids 
or invasion on the fleet alone. It Is 
essential that we possess a consider- 
ably greater margin of superiority over 
a possible enemy In all classes of ves- 
sels than we did In August, 1914." 


Short of Cruisers, Destroyers and Had 
Defenseless Bases In Early Months 


of Conflict—Describes Big Bat- 
« 
tie of Jutland. 


London.—The dangers to which the 
British grand fleet, short of cruisers, 
destroyers and with defenseless bases, 
I was exposed during the first two and 
one-half years of the war, owing to the 
German use of submarines, mines and 
torpedoes, is described in a book writ- 
ten by Admiral Viscount Jelllcoe, for- 
mer commander of the fleet, covering 
the activities of 1914-16. 


Admiral Jelllcoe points out that .the 
.German high seas fleet possessed 88 
destroyers, compared with 42 for the 
grand fleet, and reveals that, owing to 
the submarine menace, the grand fleet, 


Swilly and only returned to the North 
sea when the anchorage in Scapa Flow 
became reasonably safe. 


Neither in October, 1914, nor in May, 
1916, Admiral Jelllcoe says, did the 
British margin of superiority justify 
him In disregarding the enemy's tor- 
pedo fire.

Every house in the little town of Ar- 
deola had been wiped out by a* "groat 
conilagratlon." 
That a village so In- 
siirnificant could be visited by a catas- 
trophe of sufllcient magnitude to war- 
rant an application of the word "con- 
flagration" 
nmy seem paradoxical, but, 
in view of the fact that every spUnter 
of Its thirty-nine buildings was con- 
sumed In the blaze, no other word 
would fit. 


Therefore the newspapers of West- 
valla chronicled the fire that wiped 
out Its little neljrhbor across the river 
as "a great conflaffratlon," 


The facts, although given In painful 
detail In the columns of tlie press the 
day after the fire, were brought out 
more entertainingly during the legal 
proceedings 
that 
followed 
several 
months latei\ 


The people of 
the 
late 
Ardeola 
blamed the Osage Valley railroad for 
the calamity, and they were so firmly 
convinced that the soulless corpora- 
tion was the cause of their loss that 
thirty-eiirht 
of 
them 
brought 
suit 
against (he railroad. 
The one ex- 
lionie owner who did not seek redress 
at the hands of the court was .John 
Lester, although his home was among 
the first to go. 


I-ester was a lawyer and had been 
referred to by the press on several 
occasions as "promising." 
The other 
thirty-eight losers Intrusted their case 
to him, and in order that he miglit 
go Into the battìi^ as the legar repre- 
sentative of the people, with no Inter- 
ests other than those assumed in that 
capaci!y he entered no claim against 
the railroad. 
* 


Itfwas a very generous act indeed, 
considering that the people he repre- 
sented, having lost their all, could'pay 
no retainer; In fact, the amount he 
could recover. If any at all, being en- 
tirely problematical, no promises of 
compensation were given. 


That It was to be a bitter fight was 
evident. 
The railroad company, not 
satisfied to let Its legal representative 
at Westvalia 
defend it. sent down 
three of the shining lights of the law 
department to assist him. They were 
on the ground the second day after 
the thirty-eight petitions were filed, 
whipping their case into shape for 
trial. 


The thirty-eight petitions were iden- 
tical, with the exception of the name 
of the petitioner, and tliey set forth 
that the Osage Valley railroad owned 
a bridge extending across the Grand 
river from Westvalia to Ardeola, the 
said bridge being a drawbridge, and 
.the said draw being operated and con- 
trolled by employ^^es of the said rail- 
road company. 


On the day of the fire—in fact, at 
practically the instant the fire start- 
ed—the draw of the bridge, having 
been opened by employees of the rail- 
road company to allow the passage of 
a tugboat, also owned by the said com- 
pany. became clogiied, and by reason 
of the said clogging of the said draw 
the fire-fighting apparatus froin West- 
valla was delayed In reaching 
thf 
scene of the fire, the bridge being the 
only means of communication between 
the two towns; and furthermore, that 
by reason of the above-mentioned de- 
lay the fire gained" such headway that 
the Westvalia fire department was un- 
able to check It. 


It was upon the fa<'ts set forth In 
petitions that the homeless Inhabi- 
tants of Ardeola hoped to recover. 
The first move of the railroad's attor- 
neys was to secure a consolidation of 
the petitions, agreeing to pay full dam- 
ages in each individual caso if they 
lost the case that went to» trial. 


AVhen Lester agreed to that propo- 
sition the petitioners became unet^sy 
lest they had made a mistake in in- 
trusting their cases lo the young man, 
and when he called only itwo wit- 
nesses—one plaintiff to establish the 


tor, and even before the trinl he had 
Intimated to his assistants that 
to 
^•hoke off Lester'^ talk would be a de- 
cided advantage. 


A hurried consultation was held by 
the four railroad lawyers: and as a 
result 
the 
Westvalia 
representative 
stated that Ave minutes was sumdenh 
"I am satisfied with that, arso," said 
Lester, dashing the remaining hopes 
of the thirty-elght petitioners. 
They 
had counted not a little on Lester's 
argument to the Jury, and they knew 
that it took him more than five min- 
utes to got warmed up. 


Mv, Stansbury was selected by the 
railroad attorneys to do their taildng, 
and he devoted his five minutes to 
driving home the fact that the draw 
had been open only five minutes, and 
that five minutes was too short a time 
for the fire to gain enough headway to 
be beyond the control of the fire de- 
partment. 


Therefore the total destruction of 
the town must have been due to other 
causes with which -the railroad com- 
pany had no connection. Though short, 
it was a splendid argument, delivered 
in Stansbury's most captivating inan- 
ner, and it carried conviction to the 
minds of the jury, • 


While the railroad lawyers were con- , 
gratulating their orator the eyes of the 
petitioners wore on Lester. It was his 
turn to talk. 
Sianslin

fact that the fire had occurred, and 
Ihe driver of the fire engine to prove 
tliat the open draw liad caused con- 
siderable delay—and tljen rested his 
case, a majority of them were quite 
sure tliat tiiey had made a mistake.

RENT, In the upper valley of 
the Adige. has just been re- 
stored to Italy, and at the 
peace 
conference 
the 
final 
pact between the nations that fought 
Germany will undoubtedly give Trent 
to the Italian nation for all time. 


Leaving Padua early in the morn- 
ing in one of the powerful automobiles 
of the Italian supremg command, in 
the first party of newspaper men to 
visit these lands reclaimed from Aus- 
tria, r arrived in Trent hy way of 
Verona after a five-hour ride, during 
which we passed through the wrecked 
villages that mark the old mountain 
battle fronts of the Austrian and Ital- 
ian armies. 


Along tho fine rock roadways that 
run along the Adige river, a swift- 
fiowing montain stream, a small line of 
refugees was plodding along, on foot 
for the most part, returning to home- 
steads deserted during more than two 
years of war. 


Just a few miles north of Verona 
the first sight of war's destruction 
was the little wrecked village of Mar- 
co, for two years under shell fire. As 
we passed through tlie place the evi- 
dences of battle were still ample. Aus- 
trian trench helmets, 
clips of 
car- 
tridges and discarded trench spilths 
were to be seen scattered among the 
piles of stone and timber of wrecked 
homes. The beautifully frescoed vil- 
lage church was nothing but a shell 
of walls. 


On the roadway leading up to Marco 
hundreds of Austro-Hungarian prison- 
ers were busy repairing the roadbeds. 
Some 
wore 
their 
very 
ornamental 
dress overcoats lavish in the display 
of knotted braid and fur. 


Towns of the Trentino. 


Trent in itself is a rather inconsid- 
erable town. 
It had a war-time pop- 
ulation of some 25.(HX) persons, a large 
majority of whom were Italians, we 
were told. In peace times the popula- 
tion is around 4ü,üü0, 
But in the 
whole province of Trentino there are 
more than half a million people, and 
It is the province, as well as the town, 
that Italy fought for at the cost of 
4Gü,0ü0 men Icilled and nearly a million 
wounded. 


Back of the Italian demand for tho 
T i n t i n o is a sentimental reason, and 
a practical commercial reason. 
For 
the sentimental and national side first, 
Italy points out, through her biggest 
statesmen, generals and propagandists, 
that 420.000 of the Güü.OuO persons liv- 
ing in the Trentino are Italians speaj£- 
ing the Italian language.

Only through centuries of careful 
work with hoe and plow has it been 
possible to create the garden tliat ex- 
tends from Verona, where the Adlge 
river strikes the Venetian plain, to tho 
impassable 
mountain 
valleys 
many 
miles away where the absolute absence 
of soil forbids any attempt at farm- 
ing. 


The fields on either side of the riv- 
er are broken into small lots, thou- 
sands being as small as a city block; 
many are much smaller in order to 
completely fill a segment of rock-lock- 
ed earth. 
On these plots, tliat have 
been leveled with infinite care, the 
farmer of the Trentino grows grain, 
garden truck, grapes, and often other 
fruit. The grapevines are kept pruned 
to about four and a half feet high for 
the main stem, which grows to the 
thickness of a man's wrist, while tho 
tendrils are trained onto sticks, or In 
many cases to trees that 
aro 
kept 
pruned down to a thick stump six or 
seven feet high with small branches 
half an inch in thickness protruding 
in a slieaf from the stump. 


Ancient Contiigilo Castle^ 
During the middle ages Trent was a 
typical fortified city crowned with an 
old feudal castle. 
Built In 1490. this 
stronghold. Castle Consiglio, has como 
down to the present generation in a 
beautiful state of preservation. 
While 
the Austrians held Trent the place 
was used as a kind of 
town 
jaiK 
Ceasare Battisti, native of Trent, an 
ardent pro-Italian who had tlie nerva 
to enlist in the Italian army agalnat 
Austria, was shot in the courtyard of 
the castle, and is today the town and 
the Italian nation's martyr. 


Stored In tho wonderful old castle 
were 80,000 captured Austrian rules. 
Piles of gas masks, trench tools, mur- 
derous trench knives and otlier odds 
and ends of fighting man's equlpni<int 
were stacked in several of the large 
rooms. 


In one of the mc*ia x!orridors was a 
typical Austrian torture machinai. It 
consisted of two rings, the first about 
nlno inches from the fioor and the 
second about four feet above gj-'ound. 
The practice was to fasten a prison- 
er's ankles to the lower ring by means 
of a piece of rope, whlla the uiufortu- 
nate man's hands were tiedi behind 
him through the upper ring. 
This 
threw all the prisoners' welgh;t on the 
wrists and ankles. 
Usually a man 
fainted after several hours. 


Inspection of the old Couslglio ons- 
tle revealed how the war machino of 
tho sixteenth century—for the custlo 
itj^elf was a fort—had been made to

MilKY PLUfiGE TO DEATH 


The Vessel Goes Down the Ways as 


Victims Struggle For 
L i f c - ^ h r c r s 


Search For Bodies. 


Sixteen 
to 
seventy porsons wore 
(lrf>wiiod 
at 
tho 
lyiorcluiiU 
shipyard, 
liarriman, near Bristol, Pa., ^vlteii a 
si'nl'iokl, from whicli thoy were wafch- 
hig Iho launching of ihe. canro 
car- 
rlcM' Wauitau collapsed, 
takini? 
ino 
workmen and spectators w\io stood on 
it with it into the Delaware river. 
S'xteen bodies have been recovered, 
'Jlie accident happened four mhiutes 
before the hiunchinii. 


Chased irom various pohils of van- 
tnire by Uie iiuards, 150 per.sons crawl- 
ed on a scaiTokl five feet in width, ex- 
trndinK around the stern of a huil on 
an adjoininii way to that of the Wau- 
kau. 
The scaffold had been 
erected 
to permit workmen to pass arouod tlu; 
stern without being compelled lo go 
on shore each time they passed from 
one «Ide to the other. 


While 
the

making Its last- prepx^ratlons for the 
Waukau 
U) leave 
the way. and 
the 
eyes of ihousands of spectators were 
turned in *hat direction, ihe «caffold 
seemed to suddenly turn ovpr, throw- 
ing Die crowd on it into the water. 


In a panic the crowd pressed^ for- 
ward, and shipyard guards hurried to 
keep them back while workmen about 
the way ran for planks and ropes to 
rescue tlie persons' who had been on 
thi* narrow plankway.

Divers 
and police and firemen from Flarriman 
and Bristol were hurried to the scene 
and nl once began grappling for the 
bodies.

It tis almost impossible to check up 
the loss by the list of bodies recover- 
ed. as no account of the number of 
persons on the scaffold had been tak- 
en, and the numher

who were not en^ployed at the ship- 
yard. 


Many of the hodie.'i, it ip believed, 
will have been carried away in the 
swift waters of the Delaware or wash- 
against the pilings of tho ways and 
docks at Ihe shipyard. 


While the crowd was stmgcrling in 
the water the ke.AiiIece liolding 
the 
Waukau parted, and the hull slid into 
the -water, its suction drawing many 
of the struggling men to their death, 
and 
causing 
the 
others 
to 
struprglc 
!Uore madly than ever to escape death, 
ilime of them becominsr exhausted and 
sinking from their efforts. 


Tuffs which were to take charge nf 
tlie AVaukau and every available crafit, 
hurried to the rescue, leaving the ship 
just 
launched 
floating 
helplessly 
at 
the foot of its way. 


First to the rescue of the drowning 
victims of the accident was a sailor. 
He fought through the crowd nt tho 
edge of the bank and, Jumping into 
the cold water, pulled two drowning 
men to safety. 


Within a few mhnites those who h a d ' 
not been drawn under by the launch- 
ing of the AYnulcua nor who had not 
become axhausted by their struggles 
to escape, and who were still on the 
surface of the water, had been rescu- 
ed. 


They, with others who had managed 
to grab the scaffolding about the hull 
on tjie way from which they fell ani! 
pidl themselves to safety, were hur- 
ried to the Harriman hospital, where 
doctors from Bristol and other nearby 
points reinforced the liospitaj forc^.
